Slayer in Wild Dash 
Over City in Taxi. 


Moonshine and a mail order pistol 
last night brought death to the mother 
lof a 3 year old baby when Edward 
Gimmel, 5958 South Ada street, shot 
and killed his estranged wife, Mildred.

An assistant state’s attorney early this 
morning went to the Englewood sta- 
tion to take down Gimmel’s confession, 
made to Lieut.

Four years ago Gimmel and Miss 


Mildred Richter were married by the 
Rev. J. H. DeLacey, pastor of the Tho- 
burn M. E. church, 64th and Paulina 
streets. Their married life up until 
about six weeks ago appeared to be 
, friends say. Then trouble came, 
Gets Autematic; Starts Drinking. 
Gimmel started drinking. He had 


| bought a German autemati¢ pistol | 


from a New York mail order house and 
carried it with him. He boasted of 
his marksmanship. 

Three weeks ago Mrs. Gimmel left 
him. She took her 3 year old baby, 


stepmother, Mrs. Ovid Richter. 

Gimmel called Pastor De Lacey and 
asked him to intercede. The minister 
visited Gimmel and found him drunk. 

„Where's my wife—why didn't you 
bring her with you? She's left me,“ 
Gimmel complained. 

Last night Gimmel, a taxicab 1 
parked his machine at 65th street and 
Albany avenue. He went through the 
alley and walked into the kitchen of 
the Riehter home, where he grabbed 
his 3 year old boy, Edward, from the 
floor. 

“Here’s what I came after,” 
said. | 
His wife and her stepsister, Miss 
Ruth Nichols, 15 years old, struggled 
with him. Mrs. Richter came, pro- 
testing. Gimmel relinquished the baby 
and walked out of the door. 

Wife Shot Through Heart. 

Then, turning and drawing his re- 
volver, he fired three times. The first 
bullet pierced his wife’s heart. She 

staggered and dropped dead. The 
baby ran crying to her. 

Gimmel ran through the alley to his 
machine. He jumped into it and drove 
east on 65th street at high speed. 

Half an hour later Gimmel appeared 
at the home of Bernard Smith, 7804 
Ellis avenue. He asked for Smith, 
who was not at home. He told 
Smith’s wife that he had “ committed 
a murder and then left. She called 
the police. 3

David E. Shanahan contended that 
under the: proposed revenue article 
south town alone might be called upon 
to pay two and a halt times as much as 
at present and not have a voice as to 
how a penny of this should be spent. 
He thought, he added, that the meas- 
ure might be used as an argument in 
defeating the adoption of the constitu- 
tion. 

Otber delegates argued that the in- 
come tax levy should be sufficient to 
run the state, leaving the taxes based 
on property valuations to run the 
county and city governments. 

Sections 5 and 6, providing for the 
taxing of privileges, franchises, and 
other objects, were adopted without 
change. The afternoon debate waxed 
warm, however, around sections 3 and 
4 providing taxes on incomes received 
from intangible property and other in- 


comes. 
Sections Approved. 


The seven sections which have been 
adopted are as follows: 
Sec. 1. The power of taxation shall 
never be surrendered, suspended or 
contracted away. All taxes shall be 
levied and collected under general law 
and for public purposes only. 
Sec. 2. The general assembly shall 
provide for the levy of taxes upon 
property by valuation so that every 
person or corporation shall pay a tax 
in proportion to his, her or its prop. | 
erty, such value to be ascertained by 
some person, or persons, to be elected 
or appointed in such manner as ‘the 
general assembly may direct and not 
otherwise. is 
Tax “Intangible Property.” 
“Sec. 3. In lieu of any tax by valu- 


ation thereon the general assembly 


may provide a tax on all incomes de 
rived from intangible property or any 
kind or class thereof. Such income 
tax shall be uniform and substantial. 
There shall be no exemptions from 
such income tax except as provided in 
section 8 of this article. 

Section 4—A general income tax 
may be levied also on all incomes: If 
the income tax be graduated and pro- 
gressive the highest rate shall not ex- 
ceed three times the lowest rate. No 
person shall have an exemption or de- 
duction for living expenses of more 
than $500 from income derived from

ter upon those steps which will lead 
to a reduction of her land armament 
and thus lay the foundations upon 
which economic reconstruction can 
safely be built.” 

Secretary Hoover said he did not 
sympathize with those who single out 
one nation as to blame for this con- 
dition. 

“And I do not underestimate the 
terrible wrongs done before and dur- 
ing the war—the justifiable sense of 
injury—the fear of a return of these 
dangers. , 

“ But if the future is to be predicated 
upon the expected repetition of these 
things there is no hope for Europe. 
There must be a great recall to reason 
or Europe may yet join Russia through 
economic degeneration.” . 

Then, a moment later, he said this, 
which was understood as a diplomatic 
way of telling Europe to reduce her 
armies and solve other problems be- 
fore c@Mling upon the United States to 
take part in economic conferences: 


Limit Land Armaments. 


“The limitation of land armament 
and the mitigation of malign forces in 


‘Europe would indeed be the companion 


pier to the accomplishment in naval 
limitation at the Washington confer- 
ence. I believe then (emphasized) 
that America, out of her own interest, 
would join her economic strength to 
build the span on these firm piers so 
vital for economic progress. | 

“Without this foundation there is 
little hope for America to build upon. 

“With this foundation America will 
not fail to do her part.“ 

And he closed this major section of 
his address with a plea that American 
bankers and investors not to subscribe 
to foreign loans until they have de- 
termined that the proceeds are to be 
used for real reconstruction work and 
not-for “military expenditures, in un- 
balanced budgets or in bolstering up 
inflated currencies.” 

Early in his address Secretary 
Hoover said that, as a result of the 
Washington conference, Americans of 
the present generation need have no 
fear of war.

“With all these solutions a vast 
growth of malign political forces has 
been uprooted, which, if unchecked, 
would have driven unalterably to war.

Secretary Hoover said the Washing- 
ton conference had made “the first

“AMERICANS ABROAD. 


President Harding and Secretary Hughes, moved 
by complaints from Americans in the near east, are 
again confronted with the necessity of demanding 
equal opportunity for Americans in Persia and 
Mesopotamia. The original protest sent by Secre- 
tary Hughes to Great Britain and the Netherlands 
some months ago seems to need renewal with em- 
phasis. | 

Such action cannot be taken too soon. Every day 
of delay means a firmer grip by England, France, 
and the Netherlands upon the oll resources of east- 
ern Europe and Asia Minor. We give nationals of 
those countries equal opportunity here; why should 

they not give it to us there? Oil is not only a 
necessity of modern industrial and commercial life 
but of naval and military defense. For years we 
have been exporting it while European nations 
have allowed their potential resources to lie com- 
paratively untouched. That is dangerous. America 
must look for new sources of supply. | 

One such potential source is Asia Minor. There 
is no proper reason why this source should be con- 
trolied by Britain to our exclusion. The fact that 

Britain and France hold mandates over a large part 
of this territory is no excuse for barring Americans 
from the field. If it is used to that end it amounts 
to the appropriation of that much additional indem- 

nity by Britain and France under the Versailles 

treaty. 

America asked nothing at the Versailles confer- 
ence in the way of reparations.

Such an experience should convince 
them of the high value and importance of the sub- 
ject. If appreciation of that point is developed it 
may inspire an effort to correct the deficiency in 
the common school curriculum. That would be 
something well worth the effort of any 800 edu- 
cators. 


A lack of knowledge of economics, of the science 
of living, is one of the greatest handicaps of modern 
society. It is indirectly the cause of much of our 
industrial and labor trouble, and of untold waste 
and consequent suffering. It is such a lack that 
has brought hundreds of poor victinis to ruin and 
misery through the operations of get rich quick 
agents such as Bischoff, Harrington, Ponzi, and 
others. Knowledge of even the rudiments of eco- 
nomics would warn potential victims of crooks that 
they, cannot safely expect to get something for 


nothing. Knowledge of even rudimentary economic 


laws would clear the minds of workers with refer- 
ence to capita) and of capitalists with reference 
to labor. It would tend to promote industrial peace, 
ingrease production, and provide for a larger and 
more general distribution of the comforts and luxu- 
ries of life. | | 

The place to start the instruction in such funda- 
mental rules of life is in the schools. Nowadays 
it is confined largely to universities. Thus many of 
those most in need of the knowledge are left with- 
out it. If the educators meeting here will seek to 
correct this deficiency of the common schools they 
will do something of incalculable value to the whole 


cause of education,

Difficult as it may seem for a person to save from 
a small income enough to invest profitably, repeated 
experiences indicate it is even more difficult for him 
to make the investment with safety and profit. In 
spite of law and of public intelligence, the purveyor 
of bogus securities continues to find a ready market 
for his worthless goods. He capitalizes the gullibility 
of his victims and waxes fat by the sweat of his 
victims’ brows. 

Another Ponzi” has been uncovered, this time in 
Chicago. Disclosures incidental to the investigation 
indicate that in the last year or two more than 
$140,000,000 has been filched from the pockets of 
Americans by swindlers peddling fake stocks. 

Most of this vast sum came from people of small 
means, who have worked hard and long for the sav- 
ings thus swept away. 

And all this tragedy and deception goes on daily in 
the face of state and federal laws designed to pro- 
tect the unwary, in spite of public education in thrift, 
in spite of the fact that reputable banks and other 
fiscal institutions are ready everywhere to advise any- 
one who cares to ask concerning savings and invest- 
ment and are continually warning the public against 
the wiles of the get-rich-quick fraternity. 

Persons of wealth may be able to afford taking a 
chance on doubtful investments; at least, they may 
think they are. With them it is a gambler’s hazard. 


If they lose they pocket the loss and probably agree 


it serves them right. But with the small saver the 
situation is different. With him the accumulation of 
a lifetime of toil and self-denial may be swept away 
in a single bad investment. | 

Such experiences should not prejudice anyone 
against investing his savings. The point is that the 
savings should be put into legitimate enterprises: 
that one who has a few dollars to invest should be 
extremely careful as to whose advice he follows and 
where he puts his savings. The next time a get-rich- 
quick agent offers you something in his line, tell him 
to walt a day or two. Then talk to a banker.

AIDS TO HEARING. 
FEW years ago a western corre- 
spondent sent in a circular ad- 
wertising a device which consisted 
of hard rubber, the edge of which 
was to be held against the teeth as an 
aid to hearing. 
According to this circular, the use of 
this device would cure about half the 
ills to which human flesh was heir. 
The claims were substantiated by tes- 
timonials, at least one of which purport- 
ed to have been written by a national 
character—a man whose influence is still 
being felt over a good part of the world. 
The circular was yellow with age, evi- 
dently having lain filed away for thirty 
years. 
At the very time this correspondent 
was inquiring as to the virtues of this 
hearing appliance as a cure for worms 
its merits as an aid for hearing were 
under investigation by Sabine at Geneva, 
III. 

He found that it had some merit. Sound 
waves set up in the hard rubber fan were 
transmitted by the teeth to the bones of 
the head and, finally, were recorded as 
sounds in the hearing center of the 
brain. It was not much of a help, and 
yet it helped somewhat. One drawback

The second group is composed of those 
which propose to trap the sound waves 
in the air and convey them to the ear 
drum. There was little or no proof found 
in support of the claims for the members 
of this group. 

A third group is the speaking tube type. 
In effect, when one of these is used, it 
is as though the mouth was placed 
against the ear. In that sense they are 
effective. The large tubes amplify the 
sound; the small ones do not. 

A fourth group is composed of mem- 
bers of the trumpet type. These were 
of service if the trumpet was large.

Chicago, Feb, 18.—The Muscle Shoals 
job would well repay expert investiga- 
tion.

Susceptability and resistance to tu- 
berculosis are hereditary, according to 
Dr. Paul A. Lewis, director of the 
Henry Phipps institute of the Uni- 
versity of Philadelphia, speaking be- 


fore a joint meeting of the Chicago 
Medical and the Robert Koch societies 
last night. * 

Dr. Lewis stated he based his asser -

Hereditary Tendency. 

All stated that research and experi- 
mentation have unquestionably shown 
that while the disease actually may 
not be inherited, the susceptability 
and resistance to it in the Andividual, 
is without doubt hereditary. 
“Some of the more radical eugen- 
ists hold that tuberculosis might be 
bred out of the race,” said Prof. New- 
man. “ Some of the discussions I have 


eugenists feel sad. I think it would 
take many generations to breed it out 
of the race. There is no question but 
that a predisposition to tuberculosis 
—or the contrary—is hereditary.” 
“Family Tendency Shown.” 
“Speaking as a family physician of 
thirty-five years’ practice, I would 
say the same,” said Dr. Babcock. “ My 
experience has been that there is a 
family tendency in many toward tuber- 
culosis or a family resistance.” 
Dr. Lewis exhibited charts showing 
the reaction of various families of the 
guinea pigs to the disease. The ex- 
periments, he asserted, showed palp- 
ably the consistantly greater or lesser 
resistance of the groups to the dis- 
ease. Some fell so quigkly a prey to 
the white plague that they succumbed 
as early as twenty days after innocu- 
lation; others resisted so strongly 
that they lived for 232 days after in- 
noculation. 
Males Resist More. 


In one strain of pigs, where males 


periments, it was demonstrated that 
55 per cent of thé males remained alive 
at a certain period and that only 40 
per cent of the females remained at 
the same time. 

“The males throughout the experi- 
ments showed a more active resist- 
ance to the disease than the females,” 
he said. 

He also stated that the experiments 
proved that families might intermarry 
without the dire results generally con- 
ceived as following such alliances. 
“We found that while inbreeding 
tended generally to show a deteriora- 
tion in the line,” he declared, “there 
were also some instances where the 
offspring was decidedly super-normal.”

This alone means 
a saving of more than nineteen min- 
utes a day for every woman with 
bobbed hair.” 

Save 316,634 Hours a Day. 

When all Chicago women have their 
hair bobbed it is figured the time saved 
will be 316,634 hours daily. 

Bobbing suffered a slump last sum- 
mer, but starting with October it ac- 
quired a fresh impetus and today more 
hair ig being bobbed than at any other 
time in the history of the industry, 
hairdressers say.

Drake Hotel Reports It 
Has Reached Paying Basis
